NOt to trouble you with an account of every days proceeding 
(ince the laft that was made publick, though it would afford 
fo many more inftances of the great Care, Vigilance and Con- 
duct of Dur late Governour Sir Palmes F airborne, as well as of 
the Enemies Refolution to prefcthis Place, wc will begin this Relation 
from the day on which Sir Palmes received his Mortal Wound. 

The 24th Inftantin the Morning our Governour was from a Line of 
the Enemies unfortunately (hot in the Body, as he was giving Directions 
for breaking of Ground upon a little Eminence to the left of the Spur 
under Peterborough Tomr> by which Work he defigned to aoiufe the 
Enemy : who threupon taking encouragement from the fall of 
Sir Valmes^ or contemning the fmall Guard that was drawn out, made a 
very bold Sally out of their old Trenches , with which they had envi- 
roned Charles- Fort, which the Spanilh Officer at the head of 50 Horfe 
fthe 200 Spanilh Horfe being arrived fome days before) obferving > very 
bravely charged them, and forced them back into their Trenches', pur- 
fuing them to their very Line 5 from whence in his retreat they much 
galled him, killing him both Men and Horles, and making a (econd Sally 
with a gi eater number, (fome of their Horfe being Iikewifecome up to 
aflift them)which fo little difcouraged the Spaniards.that they renewed the 
Charge, and forced the Moors a ftcond time into their Trenches, and then 
retired, and drew up upon the Ground where they were fii ft polled, by 
which time they were re-inforced by ourEnglilb Horfe and more Foot, 
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which the Enemy perceiving thought not fit to attempt anything further.

OnWednefday the 27, by three of the Clock in the morning,theGa- 
rilbn was-in Arms, and fuch care waj taken, tljat as-well iu drawing toge- 
tfor&irMen, *«-in the-i* rrwdi ott^)f^h^>v^U<2 gicaf a f luNaffie. wri 
obferved that although the Enemy had had Pcrdues under our very Walls, 
they could hot have taken the dealt Alarm y our trorrras-difpoted. into 
iix Battalions, one officii was cpnmfcd of Seanicn, under the Com- 
mand of Vice-Admiral HUm^, ahd^Mnim^dded under him by Major 
5/»r/ir the other Battalions being commanded by Major llicket, Major 

v/m of "Foot 'confiftingoU about 1500 Men * 'Ibd Uorie, being feven 
Troops, amounting . to. 360 r were commanded, the MvgMx by Captain 
AWA* Captain &», and Captain Langjhn * the 5 Spviijb by VonSalva- 
dor JcMo»tf<>rU'< JboH-MarnqHt de Moroni (who commands two 
Troops') and Dovl-crnatitloPcmitdo. To amufe and divert the. Enemy, 
the Horic belonging to the- Mole, amounting to about 50, were order- 
ed with Riders anil a Trumpet at the head of them to march to the 
Spur it Feu-wow* h-Tower^ where we pitched feveral. Colouis, and had 
Drums appointed to beat a Urong Alarm, Captain Mak^nny with the 
Town-Hoifc marching at the head of them. On the other lide in the 
B v where the Fncrnv had a Battery of 8 or 9 Guns Admiral Herbert had 
appointed all the Boats of the Fleet with Wafte-cloaths and Co- 
lour" to make thew as if they, intended to attempt their Cannon 5 both 
which de-liens, especially the latter,, took very good effecT:, drawing a 
rood number oh the Enemy from their Trtnches,wMch appeared by their 
Pitching their Colours all along the Coalts, and firing at the Boats. A 
Piit'cabrAttlck was hkewife ordered to be made out ot 'Pole* tort by 
1 ^ Men, under the command of Captain Liwdy and Captain Hume, up- 
on the nearclt Trench, where the Moors had begun a Gallery,in order to 
theMineing theFort-* in which Sally Mr. Shcrcs, HisMajeftiesSuiveyor- 
Ceneral, to whole Valour and Advice much ot our good fuccefs, is to be 
attributed, was prclent, . 
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The 1 Hoife n, arched fit ft out of Catherine' Tort\ and:drei? up in th® 
Stoc-Uude juft before it, then the Foot, and drew up according to the 
d irc&ion of Co)vr\e\Sackville, which was perfoitued with fo great filence> 
that the whole Party was almoft drawn up, before the Moors took the 
Alqrm> The difpofition of "the ft veral Divifioris, Advanccd-Partie? v and 
RcferVes both of Kolfe and Foot was orcfeied- in the moft pmper and 
Soldier-like manned the ground would permit, and the I ofts-tuat were to 
be attacked' required. When the Party was ready to advance, Colonel 
Satkptlle gave the Signal to the Fort, from whence the Attack beforemen- 
tioned Wpon the Enemies Gallery was to be firft made *, Major Beckmatt 
the Trigineer -Marched- out with them tq give directions about 
demolishing the Enemies Work, and {topping their Mine 5 The Attack 
proved a hot and very bloody piece oi ltiyice, by rea&n of the Eni-' 
mies having a greater Guard there than ordinary 5 the two Captains that 
commanded were immediately carried off dangerouflyi wtauidedi; as 
were mcjft of the other Officers, ; among which was : Lieuterurotr Robittjfo, 
and had not the Referve comeiimely to their relief,' that Party had;»m 
great hazard of being cut off; fey this time the whole Bodyrwat engaged, 
the Etiemy very ftubbornly difputing every Line and Trtnchwltei ein 
we attacked them, coming to Pufh of Pike, and handy-blows in .feverad 
places, iThe particularities of every AdYton is hard to fet downj but after We 
had beaten them from their new Trenches, we advanced tO'-tkc old Line, 
where our Forts formerly ftood , which was performed -with great loft 
on our fide ( there being not above 50 Men left in one of the Battali- 
ons of my Lord lnchi^uws Regiment) and at length by 'levelling the 
Trenches made a parage for the Hoi fe, through which Captain Neatty 
with his Troop advanced upon the Enemy, as did likewife Don Salvador 
de Mottfortey and Don Manrique da Aiorovia >■ with theirs, who found .a 
paflage a little more to the Right $ upon which the Moors turned their 
Backs, and betook themfelves to flight from all quarter*, being pin fued 
by our Horfe and Foot, who made very great Daughter among ihcm 5 
Many of their Horfe performed very daringly tor the refcue of their 
Foot, among which fevetal of their principal Men fell We 
purfued them fcattered like Sheep at Ieaft a Mle into theCountry, killing, 
feveral of them in the very Camp amor. g their Tents. We took two 
pieces of Qinnon, five Colour?, ieveral Prifoners , and had taken many - 
more hadlhey riot refuted quarter , and Mded by computation about 
500. After our Horfe and Foot were retreated within our old Linc^ 
which we pofitfTed from James to Moywuth Fort, we. ftll to filling and 
levelling their Trenches, wherein we buried many of their Dead, who 
very bravely loQ the^r lives in ifredefe c; of .them •* we jxM'o took man 
advantageous fpot of ground to our new Fortifications, which we forti- 
ed with a good Stockade, from whence, we dilcover tlie Bottom, where 
the Enemy before lay in Ccrvettft^m the Fort, and where they had be- 
gun their Gallery in order to their Mint, which about three of the Gqck 
was finithed, and then we retreated and marched into the Town in very 
good order,' the Enemy contrary to their cuftqra permitting us to retire

without the Ieaft difturbance. Some hours after died Sir Vatoics 
F airborne our Governour, having firft had the fatisfaction to hear of our 
fuccefs, whofe lofs is very much lamented by the whole Garifon. 

In the mean timefuch of the Enemies dead that remained unburied, 
being laid together near Catherine Port, Colonel SackyiUe our prefenc 
Commander, writ to the Alcayde, offering him leave to bury them: He, 
orfome body for him (for it is uncertain yet whether he be living or 
dead ) returned a very civil Anfwer^and accordingly the Moors. fetcht off 
the Bodies, ( and brought three of ours that remained in the Field ) in a 
a very melancholly manner, examining feveral Heads with great care, 
many whereof they wrapt up in clean Linnen j by which we discovered 
they were Men of Note among them.One of them that fell we conclude to 
be the Alcalde's Brother by feveral Papers that were found about him. 

This is the fulleft Account we can as yet give you of fo glorious an 
A&ion, which, though much is due to the Conduct and Bravery of Co- 
lonel Sactyil/e y Vice- Admiral Herbert, and all the Officers , as well 
as tp the undaunted Courage of the Soldiers, and among them the Spa- 
»/y/jHor(e, who all in their feveral Ports behaved themfelves with as much 
Gallantry, as could poffibly be (hown by Men, yetmuft wholly beafcri- 
to the Divine Alliftance and Protection, without which it would have 
been impofTible for fuch a handful of men to have perform'd what they did, 
having attacked and defeated fo numerous and daring Enemies , puifued 
them a mile together, levelled and filled up their Lines and Trenches, 
Demolilhed all their other Works , and taken Cannon , Colours and Pri- 
foners, the marks ofan Entire Victory: Of which Lieutenant- Colonel 
Tahtufi) , who was a (barer in the danger and honor of it , is gone forE*- 
gtand to give his Majelhea particular Relation.
